Two wo men hijackers were 
captu red when 18 co mbat tro o ps 
to o k o v er the plane after 21 
ho u rs o f drama at Tel Av iv 
Internatio nal Airpo rt. 
One o f the wo men was 
bro u ght o u t o f the plane co v ered 
in blo o d and taken to a ho spital 
fo r transfu sio ns and emergency 
su rgery . Two so ldiers and six 
passengers were wo u nded in the 
assau lt. 
“If o ther co u ntries acted the 
way we did, hijackings wo u ld 
sto p,” said Israel’s to p military 
man, Chief o f Staff Lt. Gen. 
Dav id Elazar. 
The gu errillas had threatened 
to blo w u p the plane and all 
abo ard u nless Israel released 
Arab priso ners. 
Passengers said the hijackers 
to o k co ntro l o f the Sabena 
Bo eing 707 jet o v er Zagreb, Yu ­ 
go slav ia, o n Mo nday after a 
sto p in Vienna Au stria, o n a 
flight fro m Bru ssels to Tel Av iv . 
Passengers said the men had 
pisto ls and deto nato rs and that 
the wo men had ex plo siv es 
strapped aro u nd their waists. 
When the plane landed in Tel 
Av iv the hijackers demanded 
that Israel free 100 to 3 00 Arab 
gu errilla priso ners and fly them 
to Cairo in ex change fo r the 
liv es o f tho se abo ard. 
Held at gu npo int inside the 
sweltering plane were 58 men, 


United Natio ns, Jaco b A. Malik, 
was the first high Ru ssian o f­ 
ficial to co mment o n the new 
challenge fro m W ashingto n. 
Malik to ld newsmen in New 
Yo rk: 
“I agree with many 
Am erican co ngressm en who 
co ndemn the new act o f aggres­ 
sio n.”

In September 19 70 Israeli 
secu rity gu ards sho t and killed 
Patrick Argu ello , an American 
who tried to take o v er an E l A1 
707 en ro u te fro m Tel Av iv to 
New Yo rk.

As anno u nced by Senate 
Demo cratic leader Mike Mans­ 
field o f Mo ntana, the cau cu s, by 
a 29 -14, v o te went o n reco rd “as 
disappro v ing the escalatio n o f 
the war in Vietnam as an­ 
no u nced by the President May 
8.” 
The pro po sal was o ffered by 
Sen. J. W. Fu lbright, D-Ark., 
who said the wo rds “no -co n­ 
fidence” were co nsidered, bu t 
“they tho u ght that so u nded to o 
British.’ 
The three-ho u r cau cu s de­ 
cided also by u nanimo u s 44-0 
v o te to pro ceed with the pending 
end-the-war pro po sal and to 
seek a Senate v o te as so o n as 
po ssible. 
On a 3 5-8 v o te, the Demo crats 
v o ted su ppo rt fo r a mo dificatio n 
o f the fu nd cu to ff fo r Indo china 
military o peratio ns to make it 
effectiv e fo u r mo nths after 
agreem ent

Vietnam. 
The cau cu s actio ns o f the 
Senate Demo crats

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
Mo sco w silent o n the su bject, 
the White Ho u se said Tu esday 
President Nix o n ho pes his to u gh 
sea qu arantine o f No rth Viet­ 
nam will no t derail his planned 
So v iet su mmit talks. 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s assistant fo r natio n­ 
al secu rity affairs, to ld a White 
Ho u se news co nference Nix o n 
realizes his attempt to blo ck 
arms-carry ing Ru ssian ships 
fro m 
Haipho ng and 
o ther 
No rthern po rts co nfro nts So v iet 
leaders with “sho rt-term diffi­ 
cu lties.” 
Ho wev er, Kissinger said the 
chief ex ecu tiv e still believ es the 
two su perpo wers are o n the 
v erge o f fo rging “a new era in 
East-West relatio ns” that co u ld 
be spu rred by Nix o n’s planned 
May 22-29 v isits to Mo sco w, Le­ 
ningrad and Kiev . 
The first So v iet respo nse 
came fro m the o fficial news 
agency Tass which accu sed 
Nix o n o f “naked aggressiv e 
acts” in v io latio n o f inter­ 
natio nal law. Tass said no thing 
abo u t the statu s o f the su mmit. 
Kissinger ackno wledged that 
Nix o n’s decisio n to mine ap­ 
pro aches to No rth Vietnamese 


po rts o ften u sed by So v iet ship­ 
ping “o f co u rse inv o lv es so me 
risk.” Bu t he said the adminis­ 
tratio n decided “ it did no t in­ 
v o lv e an u nacceptable risk.” 
As fo r Nix o n’s o rder to cu t 
rail lines linking No rth Vietnam 
and mainland China—ano ther 
majo r ro u te fo r war su pplies— 
Kissinger di.sco u nted the po ssi­ 
bility that the Peking go v ern­ 
ment might get edgy . 


“We will take great care,” he 
said, “that the Peo ple’s Repu b­ 
lic o f China will no t misu nder­ 
stand o u r intentio ns.” 


He spo ke befo re a Peking 
bro adcast repo rted that two 
Chinese ships were attacked by 
U.S. warplanes while ancho red 
in Vietnamese waters. 
In ano ther dev elo pment Tu es­ 
day Secretary o f State William

Ro gers indefinitely po st­ 
po ned resu mptio n o f a to u r o f 
Western Eu ro pean co u ntries in­ 
terru pted when he was called 
ho me fo r a Mo nday meeting o f 
the Natio nal Secu rity Co u ncil 
that preceded Nix o n’s latest 
Vietnam blo ckbu ster.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix o n was adv ised in 1969 
it wo u ld be nex t to impo ssible to 
shu t o ff co mpletely air, rail and 
sea su pply ro u tes to No rth 
Vietnam, secret papers dis­ 
clo se.

The papiirs, prepared fo r the 
Natio nal Secu rity Co u ncil and 
the President, to ld Nix o n that 
“ in practical terms it co u ld be 
impo ssible to deny all impo rts 
by sea.” 
The papers were prepared by 
Henry A. Kissinger, Nix o n’s 
principal fo reign-affairs ad­ 
v iser, fro m separate assess­ 
ments made by the Defense De­ 
partment, Central Intelligence 
Agency and the State Depart­ 
ment. 
The do cu ment said that ev en

1.5 MiUion High Schooled 
Have Tried Heroin, Study Says 


WASHINGTON

Roughly 1.5 million Americans 
of high-school age and 700,000 
adults say they’ve tried heroin 
at least once, a broad new gov­ 
ernment survey indicates. 
This is 6 per cent of all young 
people aged 12 through 17, and 
0.5 per cent of adults 18 and 
over. 
The findings, released Tues­ 
day by the National Commis­ 
sion on Marijuana and Drug 
Abuse, also indicate: 
—9.3 million Americans have 
tried hashish; 10 per cent of 
young people and 5 per cent of 
adults. 
—4.7 million have tried LSD, 
peyote or mescalin, 8 per cent of 
young people and 2 per cent of 
adults. 
—2.6 million have tried co­ 
caine, 5 per cent of young people 
anH 1 per cent of adults.

The commission said it be­ 
lieves the survey to be the most 
comprehensive look ever taken 
at drug use in the United States. 
Earlier this year the commis­ 
sion released findings from the 
same survey which showed that 
24 million Americans have tried 
marijuana at least once, and 8.3 
million continue to use it. This is 
14 per cent of young people and 
15 per cent of adults. 


Tuesday’s findings were the 
first to deal with use of other 
drugs. 


The commission said the 
startling findings on heroin use 
by the young indicate a total of 
1,467,840 young Americans have 
tried the drug. 


One-half of one per cent of the 
adults 18 and over reported 
trying heroin, indicating 687,040 
have tried it nationwide. 


The commission said it has no 
information on how many 
persons who try heroin or other 
drugs continue to use them.

“ It is clear that we are a drug- 
taking society,” said Shafer, 
“ and this includes the rec­ 
reational use of drugs as well.”

I hav e called for an 
increase in federal aid to schools to reliev e 
the local tax pay er of this bu rden.”

On March 31, 
he receiv ed his license plate and card and 
on the card was the following information: 
Fee, $8 .00—v a lid a te d , M arch 29 , 
19 7 2—ex piration date: March 31, 19 72. 
We were su re there had been some 
mistake so we contacted the State Police, 
and were told that it was not a mistake, 
bu t ju st a case of carelessness on the part 
of the dealer, who shou ld hav e sent in a 
registration for only the last 4 of ihe v tar 
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for a fee of $2.00. Motorcy cles and 
au tomobiles both end their registration at 
the same time. 
We contacted the dealer as the State 
Police su ggested, and were told there was 
nothing they cou ld do abou t it and my son 
wou ld hav e to forget the $8 .00 he had 
already sent in, and in order to ride his 
cy cle, he wou ld hav e to send in another 
application and another $8.00. We then 
tried calling the B u reau of M otor 
Vehicles, and after sev eral day s of bu sy 
signals, we finally reached the nu mber, 
only to hav e a recorded v oice tell u s to 
“hold” and ou r call wou ld be answered as 
soon as possible 
We did this sev eral 
times, hanging u p each time after 3 
minu lfcs of dead line. Wc hav t been 
charged for thebe calls at $ 7 o apiect hi 
desperation, my son has sent for another 
registration card throu gh the local motor 
clu b, after they also told him to forget the 
first $8 .00. He also paid a fee to the motor 
clu b. 
I believ e this is a classic ex ample of 
bu reau cratic stu pidity for issu ing an $8 .00 
registration card on March 29 and ex ­ 
piring it two day s later on March 31: a 
classic ex ample of carelessness and ig­ 
norance on the part of the dealer; and a 
classic ex ample of apathetic cu stomer 
relationship on the part of the motor clu b. 
W hether it was ju st stu pid ity , or 
carelessness or apathy , or whether it was 
ev ery one taking adv antage of a 17 y ear 
old, my son’s first ex perience with dealers 
and the Commonwealth of Penna has left 
him sadly disillu sioned He has new in­ 
v ested abou t $20.00 for a registi ation card 
for a motorcy cle that he bou ght in Feb 
and can’t cide y et. No wonder ou r y ou ng 
people protest the “Establishment.”

W ASHINGTON-Hidden 
in 
the 
Central Intelligence Agency ’s (CIA) most 
secret files is an accou nt of a possible 
Sov iet attem pt to “brainwash” ou r em­ 
bassy personnel in M oscow w ith 
my steriou s microwav es. 
The fantastic details are contained in a 
file marked “Operation Pandora,” which 
describes how the Ru ssians bombarded 
ou r embassy with eerie, low-radiation 
impu lses. Their secret intent, it was 
su spected, may hav e been to alter the 
personalities of ou r diplomats. 
The bizarre story began in 19 45 when a 
Ru ssian presented Av erill Harriman, then 
ou r ambassador, with a handsome carv ed 
G reat Seal of th e U nited S ta te s. 
Harriman prou dly hu ng it in the embassy . 
The seal contained a tiny electronic 
eav esdropping dev ice, which monitored 
conv ersations inside the embassy u ntil 
19 52, when it was detected. From this 
shocking discov er)- came u rgent orders 
that all embassies mu st be periodically 
checked for electronic signals. 
In 
the 
’6 0s, 
U.S. 
secu rity 
men 
discov ered the strange microwav e im­ 
pu lses, some steady , some pu lsating, 
directed into ou r Moscow embassy from a 
neighboring bu ilding. 
The CIA qu ickly learned that Ru ssian 
medical literatu re su ggested microwav es 
can cau se nerv ou s tension, irritability , 
ev en disorders. They specu lated that the 
Ru ssians were try ing to driv e American 
diplomats stir crazy with the wav es. 
Neither 
the 
CIA 
nor 
the 
State 
Department had the facilities to test the 
effects of the silent ray s on hu man beings. 
At the Pentagon, howev er, 
the su per­ 
secret Adv anced Research Project Agency 
had worked on electronic sensors and 
other weird projects. 
The agency qu ietly began a stu dy , 
u nder the direction of Richard Cesaro, 
into the effects of microwav es on people. 
Cesaro gav e the project the code name, 
“Operation Pandora,” and called in a 
phy sician, Dr, Herb Pollack, and two 
crack m ilitary scientists. Dr. Joseph 
Sharp of Walter Reed Army hospital, and 
engineer-microwav e ex pert Mark Grov e of 
the Air Force. 
Sharp and Grov e, su pplied with the 
microwav e data monitored in the em­ 
bassy , du plicated the em bassy en­ 
v ironment, u sing monkey s for diplomats. 
MONKEY BRAIN WAVES 
The monkey s actu ally were trained to 
perform tasks and then were rewarded 
with food, mu ch as embassy employ ees 
might be rewarded with a dry martini at 
the end of the day . 
The monkey s were stu died night and 
day for months at W^alter Reed, while a 
collateral ex periment was also condu cted 
on rabbits by consu ltant Dr. Milton Zaret 
in his own laboratory . 
In the embassy in Moscow, meanwhile, 
no one ex cept the highest diplomats and 
secu rity men were aware of the secret 
microwav e drama. 
By 19 6 7, the scientists felt they had 
watched the monkey s long enou gh for a 
tentativ e reading. Some felt there were 
signs of “aberrant behav ior” cau sed by 
the microwav es, bu t the majority dis­ 
agreed. Only the rabbits showed clear 
changes—in their heart rate—which 
Zaret attribu ted to heat from the ray s. 
The disagreement on psy chological 
changes were sent to a top secret 
rev iewing board, which also cou ld reach 
no absolu te conclu sion that the ray s 
affected the monkey s’ minds. 
Nev ertheless, the su spicion lingered, 
and the White Hou se decided that ev en if 
the microwav es were not “brainwashing” 
embassy people, they shou ld be halted. It 
was also su spected that the wav es might 
be part of some radical new su rv eillance 
techniqu e. 
A t the Ju ne 19 6 7 Glassboro meeting 
between President Ly ndon Johnson and 
Sov iet Premier Aleksei Kosy gin, the qu es­ 
tion of the microwav e ray s came u p. One 
inform ant insists Johnson personally 
asked Kosy gin to end the ray bom­ 
bardment, althou gh other sou rces say the 
requ est was made at a lower lev el. 
By 19 6 8, most of Cesaro’s scientists 
wert coD'nnced that the microwav es were 
not psy chologically harmfu l and the aiii 
bassy ex penments ended in early 19 6 9 
The orilliant work done by the tearii 
howev er, has now led to im portant 
research on the effects of microwav es. So 
far, tests show high radiation can inju re 
ey es, genital organs and perhaps other 
parts of the body . Bu t, as y et, there is no 
conclu siv e proof that low-lev el radiation 
is harmfu l. 
Footnote: We hav e spoken with Cesaro, 
Pollack, Sharp, Zaret and Grov e. All 
acknowledge they worked on “Operation 
Pandora,” bu t all refu se to go into details. 
As Sharp pu t it: “ Pandora was classified 
in those day s and still is.” 


AUTO POLLUTION 
The Env ironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) has eased u p on the car makers, all 
v ery secretly , so they can spew more 
ex hau st ’nto the atriiosphere than federal 
law allo.v s 
i he Clean Air Act requ ires a ledu ction 
of at least 9 0 per cent in poisonou s 
ex hau st emissions by 19 7 6 . Bu t it has 
been left u p to EPA Adm inistrator 
William Ru ckelshau s to implement the 
law. 
Ru ckelshau s’s first proposal was so 
weak that Ralph Nader and other en 
v ironmentalists raised an almighty howl. 
On the othei side, the au to maketi;. led by 
General Motors, claimed it was too tou gh. 
Pu blicly , EPA defended the proposal, 
bu t behind closed doors, the agency cav ed 
in to General Motors.

memorandu m” from Depu ty Assistant 
Administrator John Middleton su ggesting 
a relax ation of the testing procedu res to 
please GM. 
“It shou ld be easier for indu slry to meet 
th ese s ta n d a rd s ,” M id d leton told 
Ru ckelshau s in the memo. “The degree of 
standards relax ation thu s achiev ed can­ 
not be determined, althou gh (the car 
indu stry ) su ggests that the easing is not 
insignificant.”

She 
nev er lost her ex pression of wonderment 
all the way to the morgu e. 
Hair to Match 
The au topsy report was direct: manu al 
strangu lation and rape. The police were 
discou raged. Central Park is a clearing 
hou se for rapists and mu ggers. Her hu s­ 
band, Salv ador, declared her missing that 
night. He was a skinny one with patent 
leather shoes and hair to match. 
He was a jealou s hu sband, one who 
often grabbed his wife by her long black 
hair and cu ffed her face for smiling at 
something another man had said. She had 
left the pocked little flat at sev en to v isit a 
few girl friends. Alma was nev er ou t after

Almodor said that he fou nd 
his most ex citing picku ps at a dime-a- 
dance place near 110th Street. 
Lots of girls. Easy to approach. Gettler 
sent the widower home. Then he com­ 
pared the grass, the weeds, the ty pe of 
sandy earth, and fou nd th a t they 
matched. For a week after that, he sent 
his assistants all ov er the fiv e borou ghs of 
New York, picking u p grass, weeds and 
sand. 
Sometimes only one of them matched. 
Sometimes, bu t rarely , two. There was no 
place where, phy sically and chemically , 
all three matched. Ex cept for that hole 
near the rock in Central Park.

Two detectiv es from West 6 8 th Street 
brou ght Salv ador Almodor in. Dr. Gettler 
was almost compassionate, “I want y ou to 
see for y ou rself, ev en thou gh y ou are 
u ntrained.” Almodor hollered for a 
lawy er. He got one. “He tried to make it 
look like rape,” Dr. Gettler said. “Bu t the 
woman had no v aginal bru ises and y ou 
will not find the grass, weeds and sand 
from his trou ser cu ffs in any one place 
within a hu ndred miles.” 
Almodor confessed. Then he recanted. 
Then he confessed again. He was tired of 
the 23-y ear-old dru dge he had married. 
He admired the tired blondes at the dance 
palace. 
The ju ry fou nd the spu riou s rape to be 
premeditated. Alma’s hu sband had made 
lov e to her and then strangled the woman. 
He was sentenced to the electric chair. I 
was a New York reporter and was ordered 
to cov er it. 
It was u nu su al in one respect. Almodor 
was the only man I saw who begged and 
screamed and fou ght not to be pu t to 
death. 
This was a sweet night.. ..

Reaction To Viet Developments 
Causes Mart To Plunge Twice 
st3k^iitt 
Tuesdays Closing Stock Prices 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market took two plunges 
Tuesday in sharp reaction to 
developments in the Vietnam 
war. Trading was heavy as 
prices dropped for a wide vari­ 
ety of stocks, but tapered off 
late in the session. 
The first steep slide came in 
the opening hour of business, 
when 
7.14 
million 
shares 
changed hands, and it was at­ 
tributed to an emotional re­ 
sponse to President Nixon’s an­ 
nouncement that North Viet­ 
namese ports were being min-* 
ed. 
The second came in the after­ 
noon, when a Red Chinese 
broadcast brusquely criticized 
the United States for “ brazenly 
and repeatedly” attacking two 
Chinese merchant ships in 
North Vietnamese waters May 6 
and May 8 . 
Floor traders said this ener­ 
vating development brushed 
aside a brief rally that bluechip 
issues had managed to work up 
in midday. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials had plummeted 
16.71 points in the first hour, but 
by noon it was only 4 .5 9 points 
on the minus side. 
The Dow indicator closed at 
925.12, down 12.72, the steepest 
one-day decline since Nov. 1, 
1971, when it dropped 13.14 to 
825.86. 


Before the market closed 
there was a report from Hanoi’s 
Vietnam News Agency that two 
U.S. destroyers had shelled “ a 
number of populated areas in 
Haiphong” but that shore 
batteries had set the vessels 
afire. 
Indicating the breadth of the 
declines, losing issues over­ 
whelmed advancing issues 1,380 
to 180. 


The final-volume figure for 
the Big Board was 19.91 million 
shares, reflecting the slower 
trading toward the end. In 
Monday’s very slow session, 
11.25 million were bought and 
sold. 


The NYSE index of more than 
1,300 common stocks closed at 
58.17, down .84. 
The Associated Press 60-stock 
average, down 4.6, hit a 1972 low 
at 326.3. 
The price-change index on the 
American Stock Exchange was 
off .33 to 27.07, the sharpest drop 
since Aug. 3. 1971, when it lost 
.35. 
In Over-the-Counter trading, 
the NASDAQ composite index 
was down 2.84 to 125.78. 
On the Big Board there were 


1 2 2 blocks of 1 0 ,0 0 0 shares or 
more, compared with a revised 
total of 80 for Monday. The 
largest block was 110,800 shares 
of Kroger at 27%. The stock 
closed down 1 at 28. 


On the Big Board, where 1,- 
744 issues were traded, there 
were 241 new yearly lows and 8 
new yearly highs.

An important amendment to 
the Pennsylvania Game Law 
now prohibits the possession of 
a loaded firearm in a vehicle. 
Previou sly, the Game Law 
prohibited having a loaded rifle 
or shotgu n in a vehicle on or 
along a pu blic highway, bu t the 
new amendment is mu ch more 
inclu sive and, in effect, bans 
loaded firearms of any descrip­ 
tion from all vehicles anywhere 
in the commonwealth, with few 
exceptions. 
Under the amendment, a 
“firearm” is defined as an in­ 
stru ment u sed in the propu l­ 
sion of shot, shell, bu llet or any 
other object by the action of 
gu n powder exploded, ex­ 
plosive powder or the ex­ 
pansion of gas therein. 
The term 
“firearm” will 
inclu de all rifles, shotgu ns, 
revolvers, pistols, gas-powered 
and pneu matic pellet gu ns, B- 
B gu ns ( e xc e pt s pr i ng 
operated), etc. 
A firearm is defined as being 
“loaded” if there is a cartridge 
or shell or projectile of any 
description in either the firing 
chamber or the magazine of the 
gu n. 
Some hu nters remove the 
cartridge or shell from the 
firing chamber bu t leave one or 
more cartridge(s) or shell (s) in 
the magazine, think ing that 
the gu n is “u nloaded.” This is 
not the case. All shells or car- - 
tridges mu st be removed from 
the firing chamber and th* 
magazine before the gu n is 
legally “u nloaded.” 
A loaded firearm may not be 
in or on any vehicle or con­ 
veyance (inclu ding a snow­ 
mobile) or its attachments 
while standing, or being driven, 
within the commonwealth. 
A vehicle or conveyance 
wou ld inclu de any au tomobile, 
tru ck , pick u p, bu s, motorized 
camper, jeep-type equ ipment, 
tractor, ATV, motorcycle, 
motorbik e, mini-bik e, motor 
scooter, trailbik e, etc., and at­ 
tachments to vehicles wou ld 


inclu de trailers, non-motorized 
campers, boats being towed, 
wagons, sleds, etc. 
A sportsman who has a 
perm it issu ed by a cou nty 
treasu fer for the pu rpose of 
carrying a handgu n for hu nting 
or fishing may not, u nder the 
amendment, have the handgu n 
loaded in a vehicle u nder any 
ciicu mstances 
The Game Law amendment 
does not apply to a person 
au thorized to hu nt or trap 
withou t a license when the per­ 
son is on lands on which he 
resides, su ch as a farmer.

LADY AND THE STAR 


NEW Y O R K -In 1958 news of a gold strik e at Su tter’s Mill 
reached Horace Stoneham so he hitched u p his Conestoga 
Wagon and hau led the New York Giants ou t to California. To his 
astonishm ent, the welcome accorded Willie Mays was 
restrained, if not downright cool. Willie played center field, a 
social error in San Francisco. As far as the residents of the bay 
area were concerned, that position was the exclu sive property of 
the homegrown demigod, Joseph Pau l DiMaggio, and anybody 
who tried to mu scle in was an imposter. Thou gh Willie led the 
Giants with a batting average of .347 and 29 home ru ns, the 
clients voted Orlando Cepeda the team ’s Most Valu able Player. 
Not long afterward, Nik ita Khru shchev visited California, and 
as his car moved throu gh the San Francisco streets, crowds along 
the cu rb applau ded. 
“W'hat k ind of town is this?” demanded the late Frank Coniff, 
an old Giant fan who was covering the tou r for the Hearst 
papers “They cheer Khru shchev and boo Willie Mays!” 
Among those desolated when Stoneham deserted New York 
was Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson, who had been a Giant fan 
since she was a little girl named Joan Whitney. When th^re was 
no National Leagu e team in New York , she made frequ ent trips 
to Philadelphia to watch Mays and his playmates against the 
Phillies. One resson why she bank rolled the Mets as an 
expansion franchise was that this wou ld bring Willie and the 
others back to town for nine games a year. 
Mrs. Payson owned stock in the Giants, and u nder bifeeball 
law she had to get rid of that before she cou ld back another team 
in the leagu e. Not everybody in her circle approved. There were 
some, it has been said, who threw u p their hands in d[ismay 
saying Joan had always been the flighty one and why cou ldn’t 
she be more lik e brother Jock and pu t her money into semething 
solid lik e the New York Herald Tribu ne. 
* 
Joan Payson k new what she wanted, and she got it. ilvidently 
she still wants W'illie Mays on her ball clu b, even a Willie Mays 
who is 41 years old, bats . 167 and commands a salary of $l65,0Ci0. 
As a familiar advertisement u sed to warn, never u nderflstimate 
the power of a woman. 
Considering his age, his batting average and the fact that he 
can no longer play every day, there probably isn’t a clu b other 
than the Mets that wou ld assu me Willie’s salary, Ifef alone 
sacrifice you nger talent to get him. T hat’s no rap on the other 
clu bs, for it is neither sou nd baseball nor sou nd bu siness to 
invest heavily in a folk hero whose fu tu re is behind him'. 
It can be ju stified only on sentimental grou nds, and if the deal 
comes off, God bless Joan Payson. The name-calling and hair- 
pu lling du ring the players’ strik e, the prolonged bitterness over 
Cu rt Flood’s challenge of the reserve system, and the corrosive 
effects of Charley Finley’s haggling with Vida Blu e has created a 
crying need for some honest sentiment in baseball. 
In this case it work s both ways, for Horace Stoneham has 
sometimes been too sentimental for his own good, too. “It’s a 
terrible mistak e to get too fond of you r players,” he once told 
Walter O’Malley of the Dodgers, who didn’t need the warning, 
“becau se then they get old on you together.” 
Then there was that day in 1951 when Bobby Thomson’s home 
ru n won the pennant for the Giants in the third and deciding 
play-off game with Brook lyn. Late in that game when the 
Dodgers went ahead and New York ’s cau se seemed lost, 
Stoneham left his office over center field and went d ow n^ the 
lock er room to su ffer it ou t with Larry Jansen, the pitch€ |;i-; “the 
gu y had come throu gh for me all season.” 
| 
Anybody who k nows Stoneham k nows he wa^ld not trade 
Mays u nless he believed it wou ld benefit Willie is well as the 
Giants. Thou gh he has been hu rting at the box! office-—after 
drawing 1,975,000 cu stomers when they ran fifthjin 1960, the 
Giants plu nged to 740,000 two years ago and had only abou t 
1,100,0()0 last year when they won in the Natk >nal Leagu e 
west—Horace still made it clear to the M ets’ Don Grant today 
that he wou ld have to get players for Willie, not money. And he 
agreed with grant that Willie’s own wishes mu st be the 
overriding consideration. 
Baseball wou ld be happier and more popu lar if the men who 
own the game took this attitu de oftener than thej do. And if 
there is a man in baseball who has the right to call the shots, it is 
Willie Howard Mays. Twenty-one years have tak er, something 
off the speed, the arm, the batting eye, the power and the 
bu bbling joie de vivre that made him the most exciting player of 
his time, bu t he is still Willie, a beau tifu l man. It wou ld be a joy 
to welcome him home.

CHICAGO (AP) - “ I’ve be­ 
come a little impatient with 
myself and maybe others, too.” 
The statement was drawled 
by catcher RaniSy Hundley of 
Uie Chicago Cubs at his daily 
pre-game training room ritual 
of having his right knee taped as 
heavily as any gimpy football 
player. 
That knee, mending from sur­ 
gery on a badly torn ligament, 
may hold the key to a solid Cub 
penant shot in the National 
League East 
Thus far. one-cirnt Iron Man 
Hundley’s comeback from al­ 
most two full seasons of in­ 
activity from surgery on both 
knees has been more than en­ 
couraging to Virginian Randy 


and Manager Leo Durocher. 
In his first 14 games, Hundley 
batted almost .300 with 14-for-47 
hits and eight RBI. More im­ 
portant, he was working with 
his old skill behind the plate and 
fulfilling Durocher’s contention 
that “ Randy is my quarterback 
on that field—we got to be 10 per 
cent better with him playing.” 
Why, then, was Randy im­ 
patient? 
“ I guess it’s because I have 
been awfully keyed up to be 
back playing, but 1 still have to 
be conscious that i must not 
hurry my process of tiying to 
get things back,” said the 30- 
year-old Hundley, who was a 
National League All-Star catch­ 
er in 1%9, his last healthy sea- 


son. 
What also caused impatience 
with “ others” for the man who 
set three major league records 
and tied another in the catching 
department after he became an 
instant Cub star in 1966? 
“ I’ll explain it this way. We 
all take good health for granted 
and it took the irfiysical troubles 
I’ve had to make me appreciate 
what a sound body means, 
especially to an athlete. 
“ Sc wiien I feel any team­ 
mate, t)eiiig in tip lop shape 
isn’t putting out the va> ne 
should, it makes me burn.' 
That’s quite understandable 
in the case of Hundley, who in 
1966 set a National League 
record for games caught by a 


rookie; 149, and hit a major 
league record 19 homers by a 
rookie catcher, and over his 
first foul seasons caught an 
amazing 612 games, an average 
of more than 150 a year. 
In 1968, Handy established 
major league records for most 
games by a catcher, 160 of 163, 
and fewest catching errors, 4, 
while tying the major league 
record of fewest passed balls, 4. 
That made it tough for Hun­ 
dley to be held to 73 games in 
i9VC by 
k. his left knet 
And fhuii piay only iune g&iiies 
last season when he underwent 
surgery for a torn cruciate liga­ 
ment in his right knee. 
“ Of all the ligaments you 
could tear, that’s the worst,” 


said Randy, whose operation 
was followed by gall bladder 
complication and blood in­ 
fection which diopped liim from 
his playing weight of 180 to 155 
pounds. 
Hundley arrived at the Cubs 
Scottsdale, Ariz., camp last Jan 
19 and started rehabilitating by 
lifting weights with his legs, 
playing golf daily with weighted 
shoes, running and taking 
whirlpool treatments. 
Squatting behind the plate 
first was a big concern, but 
Hundley now says “ I've been 
pleased because I have been 
able to squat real good, al­ 
though it takes me a little while 
to get loosened up before I can 
get into the squatting position.” 


Randy’s biggest worry is 
baserunning. 
“ I worry constantly about 
being caught in an awkward 
position, or about the quick stop 
or change of direction you may 
have to make running the 
bases,” he said. 
Durocher will be more than 
happy if Hundley can catch as 
many as 120 games. “ I’ll try to 
rest him as much as possible,” 
said Leo. “ You can’t be out two 
years and not feel it, the timing 
is affected. He can’t be real 
good for a long time.” 
As for Hundley’s personal 
target of total games, Randy 
says: “ Like the football coaches 
always put it—I’ll play one 
game at a time.’”

WASHINGTON (AP) - San 
Diego didn’t want a national 
political convention. 
It turned down the Democrats 
and didn’t bid for the Re­ 
publicans until the city fathers 
became convinced President 
Nixon wanted them to. 
The loss of the 1972 Republi­ 
can National Convention, ru­ 
mored for weeks, became offi­ 
cial last Friday when the GOP 
National Committee voted to 
move the convention to Miami 
Beach. 
The loss came about for all 
the reasons that were raised 
when San Diego was rushed into 
the competition. 
San Diego, which had cold- 
shouldered the Democrats in­ 
terest, was quietly pressured to 
bid for the GOP. When the bid 
went in June 1. City Manager 
Walter Hahn called it a “com­ 
mand performance.” 
Gordon Luce, the state Re- 
jxiblican vice chairman, said 
President Nixon “ is interested 
in convenience and pleasant 
surroundings.’’ The convention 
would be just 55 miles minutes 
by helicopter, from the Western 
White House at San Clemente. 
A member of the selection 
committee said later the San 
Diego choice was unanimous. 
Before the full RNC it was 119 to 
12. 
The rationale for the San 
Diego choice was heavy with 
logic, however, despite the ob­ 
vious drawbacks. High party 
sources said the selection panel 
had been concerned about pos­ 
sible political problems in 
choosing Miami. 
They were wary, it was said, 
lest meeting in the same city as 
the Democrats produce com­ 
parisons between the two, par­ 
ticularly if incidents occurred 
Also. California had the big­ 
gest bloc of electoral votes in 
the nation. And it had a Re­ 
publican governor while Flori­ 
da’s was a Democrat. 
But some Californians com­ 
plained that the $1.5 million 
pledged to lure the convention 
could be better spent. 
San Diego asked $920,287 from 
the Federal Law Enforcement 
Assitance Administration to 
train and equip a law en­ 
forcement force of 7,000 to keep 
order, although officials in­ 
sisted they expected no trouble. 
The storm clouds really start­ 
ed to get thick in February 
when columnist Jack Anderson 
released a memo which he 
claimed showed a link between 
the convention and the adminis­ 
tration’s handling of an impor­ 
tant antitrust case. 
Senate hearings ranged over 
two months on the alleged con­ 
nections between pledges of up 
to $4,00,000 from the Sheraton 
Corp., a subsidiary of the Inter­ 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp., which owns three hotels 
in San Diego. 
A few days after the pledge 
was made, assuring San Diego 
of the money for a successful 
bid, major antitrust suits 
against ITT were settled out of 
court. 
When San Diego brushed 
aside the Democrats, one of the 
key reasons was doubt that 
enough hotel rooms could be 
provided. The Republicans 
found it was true. 
Not mentioned by Republican 
officials openly but hovering in 
the air was a renewed fear of 
damaging 
demonstrations 
which could be better controlled 
in the island fortress layout of 
Miami Beach. 
“ The Vietnam war which pro­ 
vided fuel for violent con­ 
frontation is 1968, is not likely to 
be a major issue during the 
upcoming presidential elec­ 
tion,” Parma had commented 
last fall. 
But that was before the 
bombing of Hanoi and Hai­ 
phong.

The Best And Worst Of Human Nature: 
An Emergency Room Nurse Gets Them All

After work ing for 15 y ears as a h ospital emergency room nu rse, 
Wilma Armitage, R.N. h as seen th e best, and th e worst, of h u man 
natu re. 
Th e ty pes of emergencies sh e is called on to h and le v ary from 
cu ts and bru ises to au tomobile accid ents, bu t sh e said th e cu ts and 
bru ises are in th e majority . 
“We h and le mostly h ou seh old and ind u strial accid ents,” sh e 
said , “ch ild ren wh o h av e been h it with stones, or people with 
ind u strial lacerations. Th ey far ex ced e au tomobile accid ents.” 
Miss Armitage said sh e h as h eard all th e stand ard ph rases ov er 
th e y ears, bu t th e most u su al is, “A person cou ld d ie arou nd h ere 
before h e gets any treatment.” 
“TTie problem is,” sh e said , “th at most people th ink we h av e a 
d octor in th e h ospital at all times waiting for an emergency to 
come in—and it ju st isn’t so. Wh en an emergency comes in, we 
can only mak e th e patient comfortable, or may be clean ou t th e 
wou nd , bu t we can’t giv e any treatment u nless we d o it on th e 
ord er of a d octor.” 
Sh e said th ere is a d octor on call all th e time, bu t many times h e 
mu st be called in from h is h ome before any actu al treatment 
begins. 
“People see programs on TV lik e ‘Emergency ,’ and th ink th at 
is h ow most h ospitals are ru n. In a small h ospital lik e th is one, 
alth ou gh it wou ld be nice to h av e it th at way , it’s ju st impossible.” 
Miss Armitage said many patients—or th eir families—are v ery 
appreciativ e of th e h elp th ey receiv e in th e emergency room. 
“And ,” sh e said , “th ey mak e u p for th e gru mblers. I can u n­ 
d erstand wh y some people are impatient—it’s ju st h u man 
natu re—so it d oesn’t both er me most of th e time. After all, a cu t 
on my h and is more seriou s th an a cu t on y ou r h and —th at’s ju st 
h u man natu re.” 
As an ex ample, sh e told of one man wh o h ad been k ick ed by a 
cow two week s before h e came into th e emergency room for 
treatment. “Th en h e raised Cain becau se th ere wasn’t a d octor 
h ere to treat h im,” sh e said . 


Miss Armitage is h ead nu rse of th e emergency room, and sh e 
said th at ex cept for h er R.N. training sh e h as h ad no special 
training for th e work , ex cept for on-th e-job training sh e receiv ed 
by ju st d oing h er job. 
Two nu rses are u su ally on d u ty d u ring th e d ay time h ou rs; one 
nu rse on th e 3 to 11 p.m ,^ift; and a nu rse and aid e on th e 11p.m. 
to 7 a.m. sh ift. Th e oth er nu rses wh o work in th e emergency room 
are Mrs. Kath ry n Joh nson, Mrs. Grace Morse, and Mrs. Ph y llis 
O’Neill. Mrs. Lois Ru land er is th e nigh t aid e. 
In th e ev ent of a d isaster, a d isaster plan h as been set u p by th e 
h ospital staff, and nu rses are called in. “In th e d ay time, we cou ld 
pu ll nu rses from th e floor u ntil th e staff on th e calling list comes 
in,” sh e said . 
Und er normal cond itions, th e emergency room facilities can 
h and le elev ^i patients, bu t th e capabilities of h and ling more in a 
d isaster situ ation are th ere.

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One problem th e emergency room staff h as to h and le is th e 
parents of inju red ch ild ren. Miss Armitage said th e parents are 
allowed to stay with th e ch ild ren u ntil th e d octor comes, th en h e 
d ecid es if th e parents stay after h e begins treatment. 
“We u sed to let th em stay th rou gh th e treatment,” sh e said , 
“bu t w'e h ad to stop wh en we h ad some parents wh o fainted , th en 
we end ed u p tak ing care of th e inju red ch ild —and h is parent.” 
;Sie said most ch ild ren settle d own more q u ick ly after th eir 
parents leav e th e room also. “It’s h ard for th e parents to accept,” 
sh e said , “bu t th eir anx iety is passed on to th e ch ild ren and th ey 
react accord ingly .” 
Ask ed if th ere was any special q u ality necessary for a nu rse to 
w'ork in an « nergency room. Miss Armitage said th ere was not. 
“Some nu rsfc« wou ld n't lik e th e work , becau se y ou can nev er tell 
wh at is going to come nex t. You can’t plan y ou r work , and 
sometimes y ou eith er h av e noth ing to d o, or y ou are swamped .”

Sh e said an emergency room nu rse wou ld h av e to be one wh o 
d id n’t panic u nd er pressu re, bu t ad d ed , “After all th eir y ears of 
training, any nu rse sh ou ld h av e th at q u ality . 
One important part of h er job is th e Poison Control Center k ept 
in th e emergency room. “We h av e a cross reference file,” sh e 
said , “wh ere we can look u p th e ingred ients of th ings th at ch ild ren 
can swallow. And , we h av e a book listing th e tox icity of d ru gs th at 
migh t be arou nd most h omes-alth ou gh most cases we h av e are 
ch ild ren swallowing aspirin. You ’d be su rprised h ow many people 
k eep aspirin whCTe ch ild ren can get at it. 
Sh e said , in th e ev ent a parent calls in abou t th e possible 
poisoning of a ch ild , th ere are often measu res th at can be tak en at 
h ome before th e ch ild is brou gh t to th e emergency room. “We tell 
th em wh at to d o, wh eth er to mak e th e ch ild v omit or not ac­ 
cord ing to wh at h e h as swallowed , th en tell th em to eith er bring 
th e ch ild in h ere or to see th eir family d octor.” 
Sh e said some companies h av e sent th e Poison Control Center 
book lets listing ingred ients of th eir prod u cts, specifically 
cleaning prod u ct manu factu rers and one cosmetic company . 
“It really h elps u s to k now wh at is in a prod u ct, so we h av e an 
id ea of h ow to treat it,” sh e said . 
Th e emergency room’s bu sy season is coming u p, sh e said , 
becau se of campers, fish ermen, h u nters, and power lawnmower 
accid ents. 
“Alth ou gh we are ru nning an emergency room, not an ou t­ 
patient clinic,” sh e said , “we d o get families wh o are camping 
and h av e someone wh o gets ill, and th ey bring th em in h ere. With 
no family d octor close, I d on’t blame th em. I’d probably d o th e 
same th ing.” 
Th ey h av en’t h ad one y et, bu t sh e is also ex pecting someone to 
come in sometime th is su mmer with a bad ly cu t foot becau se of 
mis-h and ling of power mowers. 
And , if th ey complain to h er th at th ere isn’t a d octor av ailable 
immed iately to tak e care of th eir problems, sh e will liv e with it. 
“I h av e to compensate for people’s anx ieties. Sometimes it’s 
h ard to d o, bu t I’m not complaining,” sh e said . “We d o ou r best, 
and th at’s all I can say .”

Opening lead: King of 4 
South was a shade short of 
the requirements for a de­ 
mand bid, however when 
North kept his one heart call 
open by responding with one 
no trump, he placed no fur­ 
ther pressure on partner and 
ju m p ed directly to four 
hearts. West’s double, altho 
so m ew h at 
resourceful, 
should have netted him a 
profit on the deal. 
West opened the king of 
clubs and the ace was played 
from dummy. In the absence 
of the double, the hand 
would have appeared purely 
routine, for with a normal 
division in hearts—South has 
10 top tricks, six hearts, 
three diamonds, and one 
club. If diamonds divide ac­ 
cording to normal expecta- 
t i 0 n s—once 
trumps 
are 
drawn — declarer can over­ 
take the jack of diamonds 
with North’s queen on the 
third round of that suit and 
discard two spades on the 
long diamonds to score two 
overtricks on the deal. 
West’s double strongly sug­ 
gested that the latter held a 
trump trick, however, and 
his failure to lead the ¿ng of 
spades originally indicated 
that he did not have both of 
the top honors in that suit. 
Declarer observed that his 
spade holding presented a 
potential hazard, for if West 
shifts to that suit when he 
gets in with the ten of hearts 
and East holds either the 
ace -jack or king-jack of 
spades, the defense will be 
able to cash three tricks to 
set the contract. 
In order to put his oppo­ 
nent to an early guess, South 
led a small heart from the 
dummy at trick two and sim­ 
ply covered East’s four with 
the eight—permitting West to 
win a cheap trick with the 
nine. Being somewhat suspci- 
ious of declarer’s apparent 
generosity, West was not 
certain how best to proceed. 
He cashed the ace of spades 
first to observe his partner’s 
reaction.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
credibility of the Roman 
Catholic Church under Pope 
Paul VI is at its lowest point in 
500 years, says the Rev. Hans 
Kung, a German priest and 
Catholic reformer.

Too much acid plays a role in 
the development of peptic ul­ 
cer. The stomach usually is 
overactive, and the lining is 
thickened due to strong chur­ 
ning movements. Most of these 
lesions respond to a bland diet, 
tranquility, and antacids. An­ 
ticholinergic drugs also help by 
divorcing the stomach from the 
nervous system. When an ulcer 


tails to heal, recurs, or com­ 
plications ensue, surgery usual­ 
ly is necessary. This occurs in 
15 per cent of the victims. 
Some of these people failed 
to cooperate and refused to 
remain on a diet or take their 
medications. Others are 
plagued with emotional upsets 
that keep their stomach in a 
turmoil. Still others have all

the inherent tendencies that 
encourage peptic ulcer, along 
with the usual complications, 
such as bleeding, perforation, 
and obstruction. They have no 
choice, even though they follow 
instructions to the letter. 
There are several operations 
for peptic ulcer. The most pop­ 
ular involves removal of a srfrall 
part, half, or the entire 
stomach in order to eliminate 
the acid-producing glands as 
well as the lesion. In many 
instances, a vagotomy also is 
done. This procedure involves 
severing the nerve that controls 
gastric acid m otility and 
secretion. 
The surgeon takes many 
factors into consideration 
before he selects the best 
procedure. Such factors as age, 
sex, past history of bleeding, 
perforation, and obstruction 
play a role. Weight is im­ 
portant, because underweight 
individuals do better if left 
with a larger stomach. When 
most of the gastric pouch is 
removed, the victim is relieved 
of distress, but fails to gain 
weight and is weak and tired 
most of the time. 
In contrast, removal of most 
of the stomach may be 
necessary in the younger person 
who uses considerable alcohol 
or is an avid smoker. The same 
applies to those with an “ acid 
stomach” or with particular 
dietary likes and dislikes. On 
the other hand, a simple 
procedure is advocated when 


the victim is elderly or suf­ 
fering from a cardiovascular 
disorder. 


Dramatic improvement often 
follows the use of thyroid ex­ 
tract or triiodothvronine.

Old Autos Dear To Polish Pocketbooks 


WARSAW (AP) - With a 
wry smile he walloped the car’s 
dusty sides and said. “Looks 
aren’t everything. She’s a 
strong girl.” 
To her owner and the strolling 
crowd “she” didn’t seem in­ 
congruous amid the other of­ 
ferings in Okecie Square. 
The 32-year-old Mercedes, 
front grill separated from one 
wing by a hungry layer of rust, 
was up for sale in this Commu­ 
nist capital’s second-hand auto 
market. 
The car’s history in brief: 
built in 1940, changed hands 
seven times, mileage at least 
100,000 although the recording 
meter went awry long ago, go­ 
ing 
for 
$750—nearly six 
months’ wages to the average 
working Pole. 
Inside, the owner’s wife and 
two young children patiently 
waited for a buyer. Like scores 
of other sellers they had come to 
Okecie with the intention of 
staying until closing time. They 
had baskets stuffed with vacu­ 
um flasks and sandwich packs. 
The square, a 20-minute drive 
from central Warsaw, is a 
vegetable market six days of 
the week. Sundays it becomes 
the capital’s only place for the 
public selling of used autos. 
To a stranger the whole scene 
looks bizarre, with row after 
row of old crocks whose owners 
often fall asleep in the street. 
Now and again a sprinkling 
of fairly new cars attracts 
interest. 
A morris Mini, 19 70 British 
model, bore a price tag of 124,- 
000 zlotys. An average Polish 
worker would have to save his 
salary for five years to pay that 


amount. Next to a 19 39 Ger­ 
man Adler was a white 
Chevrolet, eight years old and 
also boing for 124,000 zlotys or 
$5,600 at the official exchange 
rate. 
Cities like Krakow and Wro­ 
claw have centers for used 
autos similar to Warsaw’s. 
Around 8 a.m. those wanting 
to sell drive onto the square 
after paying a small admission 
fee to city authorities. By 6 p.m. 
everyone must move his car 
away—whether sold or not. 
Few buyers appear, mainly 
because everyone is waiting for 
the cheap and popular new car 
promised by the Communist 
party leader, Edward Gierek. 
Authorities hope this entry, ex­ 
pected by 1974, will herald a 
new era in a country whose 
main highways have sciant traf­ 
fic. 


Most second-hand vehicles 
available are of Eiast European 
manufacture. Poles who buy 
Western makes take on a head­ 
ache because of the scarcity of 
spare parts. The state provides 
supplies for a couple of models, 
but they can only be bought for 
hard currency. 


Cars like the Chevrolet and 
Mini are owned by few people. 
They were bought cheap from 
used markets in the West by 
Poles who had managed to ac­ 
cumulate some dollars. 
It’s a profit-making venture, 
since the car fetches a great 
deal more in Polish currency. 
But the number that enter this 
way amounts to a small trickle. 
Strict regulations prohibit 
Westerners from selling autos 


to Poles while in Poland. 
Otherwise the state does not 
interfere in deals for second­ 
hand cars. It’s up to seller and 
buyer to agree on price. 
People with Western cars look 
to a chain of “ contacts” capable 
of getting what’s needed. If the 
contact is unsuccessful then a 
Pole has to improvise, usually 
by 
adapting 
sp a re s 
from 
Communist-made ^utos. 


“ This thing is completely fit­ 
ted out with the electrical in­ 
stallation of an E ast German 
W artburg,” said the owner of 
the 19 40 Mercedes. 
He figures about 24 cars of the 
sam e vintage are running 
around Warsaw. 
What happens when even an 
East Bloc part fails to keep a 
Western motor ticking? “ Then 
we look around for the very 


sam e car, providing it’s old and 
not too expensive, and buy it— 
simply for spares.”

‘Good Samaritan’ Freed 
By Erie County Judge 


ERIE — Charges of illegally 
harboring a wild animal lodged 
against a rural Cambridge 
Springs farmer have been 
thrown out by Erie County 
Judge Lindlay McClelland, 
while a second charge of 
“failing to produce the head of 
a deer on demand” has been 
taken under advisement. 
Richard Zimmer had been 
c h ^ e d by Erie County game 
protectors with harboring a 
wild animal after he was 
reported by an unidentified 
neighbor for having a deer in 
his bam. 
Zimmer said he took the 
animal in after finding it with a 
bullet wound in its hip and, 
along with his wife and 
daughter, had been bottle 
feeding the injured deer for 
several weeks. 
A horse breeder, Zimmer had 
also given the deer medication 
and said it was on the road to 
recovery when seized by game 
officials. Since then game of­ 
ficials have given conflicting 
reports on the condition of the 
animal. 
McClelland 
told 
game 


officials, “I’m not going to con­ 
vict a man for being a good 
Samaritan and taking care of 
an injured animal when the 
same code you enforce would 
allow him to legally kill the 
animal a month or so later. 
There’s nothing criminal about 
exercising some humanity.” 
Judge McClelland has taken 
under advisement another 
charge lodged against Zimmer 
by game officials. Zimmer was 
charged with not producing the 
head of a second deer which 
was taken on Z im m er’s 
farm land by his brother, 
Harrison. 
Harrison was convicted in a 
rare jury trial in Magistrate 
Court for illegal possession of 
meat from the second deer. 
Richard Zimmer contends the 
second deer was a legal kill, 
while game officials say it was 
an illegal “button buck.”
